The vision of what Jewish Nationalism 
ultimately strives for, and the foundations of which Zionism is 
seeking to lay, it is essential—it is vital—they should never be 
allowed to forget and never be suffered to ignore. 


The Week of Mourning. 


Tae week of mourning, or Shib’ah, is one of those Jewish 
observances the adapting of which to modern circumstances is 
claimed by a contributor this week to be long overdue. Whether, 
initially, the custom is defensible—a fact which he contestse— 
or whether, as he urges, a kind of enforced mourning is ethically 
undesirable or morally incorrect, we will not here discuss. Nor willwe 
argue the question he raises as to whether spontaneity of sorrow 
must not be severely challenged by a conventional manifestation of 
grief which, too often, resd\ves itself into aseven days’ reception of 
friends and acquaintances, more or less near and more or less dear, 
the sympathy between whom and the bereaved ones is often, if 
present at all, of a most doubtful character. There cannot, however, 
be any gainsaying that the whole institution hasin a very large number 
of instances become mere formalism. Nor, putting those considera- 
tions on one side, is it possible to deny that to the poor, the Shib’ah is 
such anintolerable burden, involving as itdoes a whole week's absence 
from work, that some arrange to draw what “Mentor” terms a 
dole, in order to compensate them for the loss of their livelihood; 
while among the most orthodox, all sorts of concurrent happenings 
are greeted with grateful satisfaction that will legally “take off” 
so much of the week of mourning. On the other hand, among 
those who presumably could afford the loss of seven days from 
their vocations, the observance is very seldom regarded as 
binding upon them. Instead, there are sometimes “prayers said” 
on one occasion only and sometimes, as among Reform Jews, there 
ars the Memorial Services. These are only a few instances showing 
what our contributor describes as the chaotic and go-as-you- 
please condition to which the custom'has come ; and the suggestion 
he makes that the Ecclesiastical Authorities, with the Cuitur Rass at 
their head, would do well to take the whole matter into considera. 
tion, so as to initiate a remodelling of the observance consistently 
with present-day needs, and, above all, present-day sentiment, has, 
it seems to us, no little force. For with these the Shib'ah is woefully 
out of accord and it cannot be a good thing officially to retain 
a custom which so many earnestly think is better honoured in the 
breach than in the observance. As it stands, too, it ie one which 
is by the vast majority of our people regarded as but an added 
and altogether useless and troublesome burden, at a time when 
those who by tradition are called upon to bear it, are almost 
invariably afflicted with a weight of tribulation that by itself tries 
them to the utmost. : 


“An Old Trick.”

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IN THE COMMUNAL ARMCHAIR. 


The Week of Mourning. 


By MENTor, 


| HERE is a Talmudical tradition that the seven days of 
. mourning were observed even before the Flood, and that, 


indeed, seven days of grace were granted before that catas- 
tropbe overwhelmed ‘the wicked generation,” so as to allow 
the days of the Shib’ah for Methuselah to terminate. I am afraid I 
shall be accused of intolerable boldness in venturing to call in 
question so ancient an institution. But, on the other hand, one 
that dates from before the days of Noah is surely one that is 
unlikely to be inaccord with modern needs, modern aspirations and 
even modern requirements. The practice of mourning for the dead 
has, as is readily to be understood, gone through a series of 
evolutions since the day when the world was respited, so that 
the memory of the oldest ofall] men might be honoured. All sorts of 
strange customs have arisen and fallen into desuetude in connection 
with mourning by Jews. Perhaps one of the strangest was one that, 
already in the Middle Ages it is known, had waned in popularity. 
In mourning for a parent, a chief teacher, or some great man, both 
shoulders were exposed through the upper garments. For a Chief 
Rabbi or similar person, only one shoulder was exposed—the right 
shoulder. For a lesser light in the Ecclesiastical sphere, the left 
shoulder was exposed! 


It is ae well, it seems to me, to mention such a matter as this, 


as well as the tradition attaching to the origin of the week of 


mourning, to show that the observance rests entirely upon custom. 
And although I know quite well that the Rabbis have said thaf 
Jewish custom is Jewish law, still itis, I hope, permissible to differ- 
entiate between those obsérvances for which a definite direction exists 
and those, like the week of mourning, which appear to have grown up 
almost entirely in haphazard fashion not seldom influenced by 
environment, and for carrying out which no distinct ordinance can be 
found. Because I think the seven days of mourning custom needs 
considerable overhauling. It has reached in these days an 
indetermined and chaotic condition among us, which cannot make 
for good. To a very large extent in England and in many other 
countries—I know it is so in America—the Shib'ah is virtually 
obsolete. People have long found that it does not respond to 
their sentiments of sorrow, or their feeling of regret when bereave- 
ment assails them. They see no relativity between genuine grief 
and enforced idleness for seven days, nor in sustaining a poignant 
loss and abstaining from their usual bodily ablutions. They cannot 
see that the wearing of shoes during seven days after the burial of one 
near and dear to them is any sign that their hearts are untouched, 
or that they are not conscious of the loss they have sustained, 
because they have their hair cut. Why a person who sleeps, during 
the seven days after he has seen consigned to mother earth the 
mortal remains of a near relative, on a horizontal bed and does nof 
so arrange that one end of the bed may touch the floor, is to be 
deemed careless concerning the one who has gone to his eternal 
rest%is a question I should not like to argue, although sleeping 
horizontally is one of the things which custom prohibits during the 


week of mourning. 


The fact is, the week of mourning has come to be a burden, 
which even the most orthodox are anxious to get out of by any 
fortuitous circumstance that can be laid hold of. The poor 
cannot afford the Shib’ah, and many of them observe it only 
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by means of what is a dole. Persons better off in this world’s 
goods reduce the Shib’ah sometimes to prayers being “said” 
on one night only, or to a Memorial Service, the fashion 
of which among us, I imagine, was set by the West London Syna- 
gqgue. There, the seven days of mourning have been abolished 
but there is a Memorial Service held, curiously enough, on 
the Sabbath succeeding the funeral. And I am told that it is the 
strange practice of mourners to wait in the precincts of the 
Synagogue till the ordinary service is concluded; the idea, I 
suppose, being that as mourners they must not take part in it with 
their fellow-congregants. I wonder whether in some way this is not 
a relic of the orthodox custom whereby, on the Sabbath after the 
funeral’and during the week of mourning, the mourner sits at the 
end of the Synagogue, segregated during the service from the rest of 
the worshippers. This by the by. My point is that the Shid’ah, based 
as it is entirely upon custom and influenced, as it also is, by 
the gravest of grovelling superstition, substitutes a conventional 
and compulsory piece of formalism for what naturally should be 
spontaneous sorrow and personal grief. I feel nocall to remind my 
readers with much detail of the absurd and grotesque degeneration to 
which the week of mourning has in practice descended. Evervone 
knows that it has become where observed little more than a recep- 
tion, and frequently a very vulgar reception, attended by all 
sorts of people, most of whom, being utter strangers, can have no 
sympathy with those who are afflicted and who make the call partly 
out of compliment, and sometimes, 1 fear, with the utterly nonsen- 
sical idea which arises from a legend that AT in the house of 
mourning is in some way or another a prophylactic warding off death. 
Nor need I sayaword about the sometimes laughable but al ways tragic 
efforts that in certain cases are made in order to secure at prayer time 
during the week of mourning the necessary Minyan, without which, 
one must suppose, the magnificent glorification of the Almighty. 
which marks the true genius of Judaism in respect to bereavement 
and sorrow, will be unacceptable in the Heavens above. 


Enough has been said, I fee], to make out a case—and a very strong 
case—for some lightand leading as to the proper method whereby 
Jews shallin these days mourn their dead. The Shib’ahis obsolete. 
Ae it is practised in a very large number of instances, it is unethical 
and is devoid ofall moral value. Yet I imagine that just\in the days 
of mourning, in those times when our hearts are bowed down with 
the heaviness of sorrow, the human soul is, if I may so put 
it, in a particularly plastic condition when a truly spiritual 
exercise mighS prove invaluable. I cannot think that the 
Shib’ah as at present can with anyone fulfil that office. On 
the contrary, it seems to me most likely to exert a very opposite 
influence upon those who observe it. Here, then,is a case for 
careful and considerate revision. Here is an instance where, if 
tradition is to be believed, we are still carrying on a custom that the 
world saw before Noah's ark appeared floating upon the waters of 
the deluge. No one will say that Jews have beenrash in hurriedly 
revising this week of mourning observance, if now by some 
authority the suggestion is put forth for =< better, a saner, a more 
useful, more spiritual and more fruitful method of our at once 
evincing our sorrow in affliction, and our respect and love for 
hose of whom death has robbed us. It is a matter I earnestly 
commend t3 the Chief Rabbi and his Ecclesiastical Assessors. They, 
of course, cannot act in the matter in any way definitely or independ- 
ently. But it seems to me that it ought not to be difficult for them 
to take the initiative by consulting other authorities the world over. 
Thus, by some general pronouncement the Jewish mourning for the 
dead could be brought into accord with the sentiments and the 
feelings, the ideas, the notions and the necessities of Jewish life 
to-day. None, I venture to think, will claim that the customary 
Week of Mourning does that. 


Einstein's Three Predictions Verified. 
SIR FRANK DYSON’S ACKNOWLEDGMENT. 


Sir Frank Dyson, the Astronomer Royal, was ons of the lecturers on 
Tuesday at the Scientific Novelties Exhibition now being held at King’s 
College, Strand. He chose as his subject “ Astronomical Evidence Bear- 
ing on Einstein’s Theory.” 

Einstein's theory of relativity, Sir Frank Dyson explained, led toa 
formula for the law of gravitation, which agreed very closely with the 
result obtained from the Newtonian law. Einstein’s formula, however, 
explained what Newton's had failed to explain, and led to the frat 
verification. 

Then he made a prediction as to the bending of light while passing 
the sun, and it became a sort of challenge to the astronomers to verify. 
The eclipse of 1919 was extremely favourable for obtaining astronomical 
evidence on this point. Einstein had predicted that certain bodies 
would apparently be in certain positions owing to their light rays having 
been bent by the attraction of the sun, and the astronomical results 
obtained showed a most satisf ry agreement with his estimates of the 


apparent divergence that wo produced. Thus the second proposi- 
tion of Einstein was verified. 

This led to another prediction as to the shifting of the li wards 
the red in the solar spectrum as compared with the nding lines 


in the terrestrial spectrum, owing to the difference in the gravity forces 
of the two spheres. This was a more complicated matter to establish, 
but the prediction had been verified. 

- Thus the Einstein law of gravitation led to three very remarkable 
predictiona which had all been verified.

Dr. LEOPOLD KONIGSTELN (Vienna).

Mr. MAURICE SCHLESINGER. 


Mr. Maurice Schlesinger, who passed away last week in his eighty ninth 
year, was highly esteemed in communal circles for his many activities. 
In 1856 he attended a meeting at the residence of Mr. Horatio Micholls, 
at which it was resolved to establish the Manchester congregation of 
British Jews. For nearly sixty-eight years he was an energetic and zealous 
member, and rendered valuable services. In1866 he was elected Presiding 
Warden, and from 1890, for about thirty years, he very ally »c'rd as 
Treasurer. Mr. Schlesinger took a deep interest in the Jews’ bvhooi and 
for some years acted as Treasurer, and was also President of the Man- 
chester branch of the Anglo-Jewish Association until last year when he 
was elected Hon. Life President. As Treasurer of the Special Committees 
formed in 1882 and in 1901 he was instrumental in collecting a sum of 
£10,000 on behalf of the Russian refugees. On the occasion of his eightieth 
birthday the Synagogue of British Jews and the branch of the Anglo. 
Jewish Association presented him with complimentary addresses. His 
son-in-law, Mr. A. Frischmann, is Treasurer, both of the Jews’ Schools 
and of the Jewish Board of Guardians, and his daughter Mrs. Frischmann, 
is a well-known worker for several charitable institutions. ~

Through the death of Mr. Maurice Schlesinger in his eighty-ninth year, 
Manchester Jewry has sustained an irreparable loss. He was a man of 
rare culture, of high scholarly attainments, and devoted his useful life to 
the help and uplift of his fellow-men. To the possessien of a most keen 
intellect were added the manners which stamped him a gentleman in the 
very best sense that the word implies. His private as well as public iife 
proved him to be a man of the strictest integrity, of untarnished- honour, 
and unblemished reputation. His own private interests never stood in 
the way of communal service, and he was never too busy to give of his 
time and his strength and his counsel to any cause which he thought 
would redound to the general good. Scarcely an institution in this great 
city devoted to the betterment of human life but has known, during his 
jong years of activity, the helpfulness of his service, and the inspiration 
of his magnetic personality. If there were any movements which 
appeared to be a little closer to his heart than others, they were those. 
which concerned the education of children. The Manchester Jews’ 
School especially is indebted to his love and thought for many years of 
earnest participation in its work as its Treasurer and committee-man. 
He was active at our local branch of the Anglo-Jewish Association, 
and for twenty years or more was its President. Maurice Schlesinger’s 
name is however inseparably linked with the Park Place Synagogue, to 
which he gave his best years, deepest devotion, ripe ex perience, and sound 
gudgment. He was one of its founders, and from the day it was erected 
until his demise became one of its prominent members, and served 
respectively as Presiding-Warden, Treasurer, and Member of the Council 
of Founders for over a quarter of a century. During all these years; his 
zeal and activity in behalf of the congregation continued unabated. His 
was literally a life time of service to the Synagogue which be had helped 
to establish and which he loved. His participation in its administration 
and bis wise and unselfish services were prompted by a deep love for the 
faith of his fathers. He was equipped by nature, by training, and by the- 
traditions of his family to fulfil the high function of leadership in the 
Congregation. It will be impossible to replace him in the. position to 
which he devoted most of the strength of his heart and mind and seul.

CONVERSIONIST ACTIVITY. 


The Successes. 


From Rabbi Dr. Salis Daiches. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


51Rn,—I welcome the opportunity which the two letters in your last 
week's issue on the above subject give me, to amplify the statements 
that were contained in my communication to the Jew Chronicte of 
December 21st. My friend, Mr. Maurice Bloch, of Glasgow, doubts the 
correctness of the figures given in the publication of the Jewish Mission 
Committee regarding the successes of the conversionists in various 
centres, aud denies emphatically the statement arding th 
the work of the missionaries in Glasgow. I then 
= no greater reliance on the figures given by the conversionists than 
oes Mr. Bloch. My letter made this quite clear. I do not think, how- 
6ver, that the real facts are such as to justify the attitude of indifference 
and ridicule which your correspondent, like many other communal 
workers in British Jewry, have adopted towards this question. Let me 
first say a word about Glasgow. 

In his eagerness to substantiate his assertion that there are “no 
successes Of the missionaries in G'asgow,” he goes to the extent of stating 
that “there is no difficulty in keeping a close watch on their (the con. 
versionists’) activities,” in view of the fact that they only have one 
“ Hebrew-Christian mission hall” within “a few paces of the (Jewish) 
Board of Guardians,” and he goes on to assert, on the authority of “an 
old resident in Glasgow,” that in forty years there have been one or two 
converts—donbtful at that.” 1 am afraid the information which your 
correspondent has been able to obtain in regard to this matter is very 
incomplete. 
is certainly not confined to the “ilebrew-Christian” mission hall situate 
in the vicinity of the Jowish Board of Guardians. In the last issue of 
“The Record ” (the official organ of the Mission Committees of the U. F. 
Church of Scotland) special reference is made to the success of the mission 
work in Glasgow. The following definite statement is made in “ Notes from 
our Jewish Mission Fields ” (p. 496): “ At Glasgow, Dr. Sinnrech has been 
having as many as 350 Jews at his open-air meetings.” Does Mr. Bioch 
know anything about the activities of this “Dr. Sinnreich,” and does he 


know where and when these “ open-air meetings” are held, who attends 


them, and what it is that enables the missionaries to derive s0 much gatis- 
faction from these meetings? I will only addthat I myself have received 
information from several Jewish friends in Glasgow with reference tothe 
effect of the untiring work of the missionaries (especially among young 
girls) which makes me fear that Mr. Bloch is not quite justified in asserting 
that the Jewish communal workersin Glasgow have “no difficulty in 
keeping watch over the activities of the missionaries.” 

As te the position in Edinburgh, I will only say that the name of this 
city has not appeared in the publications of the missionaries for several 

ears. It is therefore evident that the position in Edinburgh is causing 

e conversionists less satisfaction than the position in othertowns. But 
even in Edinburgh an attitude of luisser faire would no doubt aggravate 
matters to a very considerable extent. Hence the need for constant 
watchfulness. 

Your readers will not forget, however, that the main part of my letter 
in your issue of December 21st, dealt with the conversioniste’ work on the 
continent, and the barm which is done to young children who are induced 
to attend the schools and other educational institutions established by the 
Missionaries. I need only quote a few passages from the same journal 
(The Record, p. 496) inorder to bring home to your readers the growing 
seriousness of the problem : 

‘In connection with our Missions at Safed, Constantinople, and 
Badapest,’’ says the-writer of the ‘' Notes ’’ quoted aboye. “ nine schools are 
now in being, and the number of pupils on the rolls this session considerably 
exceed 1,000. At Budapest, many would-be scholars have had to be 
refused for lack of room. . . The Boys’ College at Safed has recently 
received a worthy and much appreciated compliment. After carefal 
examination, the Government Inspector stated that there is vothing else- 
where in Palestine jike our Institation. Among the pupile is the son of the 
Chief Rabbi.”’ (! !) 

Another paragraph reads as follows: 

Alrrost everywhere since the War, Jews have been manifesting remark- 
able readiness to listen to the Gospel. Colporteurs in Palestine tel! that, 
whereas in past times they were stoned, people in the same places now 
receive them ow y and are ae to buy Holy Scriptures and other Christian 
literature. he venngy ission has been the scene of remarkable 
aoe hang Sip large hall being literally packed with standing crowds 

stening to the Christian message. One of the recent converts there, a 
Goetemen witha Law degree, has decided to study for the Christian 
ministry. 

months ago a Jewish name, Mr, David Granovski, 
who speaks Hebrew, Russian, French, German, asked Mr. Morrison 
for permission to carry on evangelistic work voluntarily in the Mission at 
Constantinople. Leave was readily granted, and Sunday alter ere a 
number of Jews have gathered to hear the Gospel a A striking 
feature of the meetings is said to be the singing of Christian hymns, to 
teach which Mr. Granovski, a man ia poor circumstances, struggling to 
make a living as a pediar, gathers the Jews in his house on week-evenings. 

. This work bas already borne fruit, for one of those who attcud has professed 
in Christ and was recently received by baptiem into the Christian 
urch. 

The article concludes with a fervent appeal to 
enable the Committee to maintain the work and 
present-day opportunities for evangelising Israel.” 

In view of all this, is it not high time that an organised Jewish body 
should take up this problem, ascertain the true facts, and endeavour to 
provide a remedy where the evil is found to be real, and where the 
menace to Jewish children is seen to be growing ? 

The letter which Mrs. Leopold Frank contributes to your last week’s 
issue is a timely reminder of the danger to which a certain class of 
Jewish children is exposed even in London, and of the need for an 
organised effort to counteract the conversionists’ activity in all parts of

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THE LETTERS OF BENAMMI. 


CCXX.—Impediments to Marriage: A Communal Malady. 


My Dear COUSIN, 
The writer of the letter in the Jewish Chronicle of two weeks ago 
who signed himself “ Chuppah ” certainly touched upon one of the vital 
problems of the Anglo-Jewish community of to-day. One constantiy 
meets with parents, who unburden themselves in regard to their anxiety 
about their growing sons or daughters. One man will tell you that his son, 
of marriageable age, an excellent parti, is still uomarried, and there 
seems little prospect of his fiading a wife soon. Another will pour into 
your ear his concern about his davghter, who is approaching the end of 
the twenties, and whose younger sister is growing up quickly beside her. 
They are what is usually termed girls of good family, they have hada 
first-rate education, are gifted also with no small charm, and altogether 
are the sort of girls that should readily find husbands. Yet both are still 


Gunprovided for in this respect, and the parents look this way and that for 


the solution of the problem and cannot find it. . 

These instances are typical ofmany. For my own part I do notkno 
whether the case is more desperate with us than in former generations. 
After all, marriages do take place in our midst, and many of them turn out 
to be exceedingly happy. There is, however, no denying the fact thatin 
almost every Jewish family with grown-up children there are to be found 
both young men and young women, who might normally be expected to 
be setting up homes of their own, and yet are still gazing into the futare, 
still dreaming of the romance which is passionately desired and never 
comes. 

Family life among Jews has always been exceedingly well developed; 
it may be said that it has been the corner-stone of Jewish social life from 
the earliest history of the race. Marriage was considered throughout all 
generations as an ideal to be realised quickly. The Talmud contains 
many sayings which show distinctly that the marriage state was held in 
high esteem among Jews. A man without a wife, said one Rabbi, is not 
@ man atall; and he who lacks a wife, said another, lacks everything. 


It is true that the Talmud knows of crusty old bachelors (O°¥Nw or SPT): 


but it would seem that references to old maids are very rare. The man 
who had a daughter regarded it as his duty to find her a husband at the 
earliest possible opportunity. Eighteen was the prescribed marriage age 
for men, according to the Mishna (spond For a woman 
it was probably a little less. But there were no hard and fast rules in 
this matter. In the Middle Ages child’marriages were not unknown, and 
one reason given for the veritable epidemic of child marriages in the 
thirteenth and fourteenth centuries was that the economic position of the 
Jews was so uncertain. A man might have a dowry for his daughter, 
but he could not be sure that it would still be his to give away a year 
hence or two years hence. So he gave it away when he had it, and this 
often meaot boy and girl marriages. In the fourteenth century it was 
said that chi d marriages were due to the lack of eligible men, since the 
Crusades had wiped out large numbers of Jewish congregations. 
A certain precedent for these marriages was found in the tradition that 
Rebecca was married to Isaac at the age of three! When these child 


marriages took place the young couple lived with the bride’s father, who 


maintained and educated them. 

Doubtless in the majority of cases these marriages: were jwhat is 
called “ made.” It was held to be unseemly, according toa Jewish writer 
of the tenth century, for a girl to choose her mate. ‘It is the practice of 
Jewish maidens,” he declares, “even if they be as much as_twenty years 
old, to leave the arrangement of their marriage tin the hands of their 
fathers; and Jewish girls are not so indelicate as to express their own 
wishes and say, ‘I would like to wed such a one.’” This [prevalent 
opinion called for a Shadchan, or professional? matchmaker; and it is 
recorded that at the Fair at Lemberg marriages were arranged on quite a 
large scale annually. Fathers repaired there with their eligible sons, 
and were met by the fathers of eligible daughters, and there and then the 
preliminaries were settled. But even as late as the nineteenth century 
child marriages were not unknown in Russia: Those who are acquainted 
with the history of the Jews in Russia under the Emperor Nicholas I., 
will remember the cruel sufferings of Jewish recruits who, under the 
law of 1327, were taken away from their parents as mere boys destined for 
military service for twenty-five years. The sufferings of these Jewish 
soldiers of Russia might well be put beside the sufferings of boy chimney 
sweeps, or of parish apprentices about the same timein England. Badas 
the condition of the latter was, the condition of the former bears no com. 
parison for barbarous cruelty. About the year 1334, a report was spread 
shat married men would not be taken for military service, and a veritable 
marriage panic broke out among the Jews in the Russian Pale. Boys and 
girls of ten were married off in the hope that the young husbands would 


not be taken by the recruiting sergeant. These boy and girl marriages 
were known as Beholah, 


Despite “made” matches, however, let it not be imagined that love 
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and courtship and romance wore absent from Jewish life at any time. 
The Talmud télis of the two occasions in the year, on the 15th day of Ab 
and on the Day of Atonement, when the young men and maidens danced 
happily in the vineyards and chose their life-mates sccording to their 
inclination. It should be borne in mind that Jewish girls and women 
were not placed in the same seclusion as their sisters in the Orient. 
Jewish women might appear in public places; and, indeed, the old and 
harmless art of flirtation would seem not to have been absent from the 
lives of Jewish young people, both in ancient and in modern times. 

. » How then are we to account for the present unsatisfactory position in 
this respect in Anglo-Jewry? ‘The correspondent of the Jewish Chronicle 
Suggested that the whole problem was economic in character. He is 


+ probably right to a certain extent. Quite recently the father of a 


matriageable young man said to me: “ We gave a small dance last Satar- 
day night. There was a host of charming girls there, but most of them 
wore valuable pearl necklaces. I am quite sure their mothers never 
possessed such things at their age. Is it to be wondered at that the 
young men say to themselves that girls so adorned will not be content to 
start life at the beginning, as their parents did, but will want to com- 
mence life at the stage which their parents hadreached’" The standard 
of comfort tends to tyrannise over us all in these times; but have we 
none among us who can and will dare to shake off its yoke ? 

I have often heard of fathers of eligfble daughters who, if only they 
could find the right kind of young man, would be most happy to accept 
him into their family as son-in-law, regardless of whether he were rich 
or poor. They look for character and culture and personality. The 
very same thing has been said to me by fathers of sons in what is usually 


- termed good positions in life. Young men themselves have in my hearing 


expressed identical sentiments. From this it would seem that not the 
economic but the social aspect of the problem isimporiant. As I look 
around the community I find young men who wou'd fit into the scheme 
of things dreamed of by the fathers of eligible girls. I also see eminently 
suitable girls who would make excellent wives for many young men 
thinking of marriage. But somehow the two parties do not come together. 
Here is the root of the trouble, and the problem is to provide greater 
opportunities of social intercourse among Jews. 

It occurs to mo thatthere has been a certain departure from the old 
standards of Jewish social intercourse. The Festival visits of friends area 
thing of the past, and the home life of a generation or twoago is no more. 
The stress and strain of the every-day life is heavy, and there is little time 
left for family life. Possibly we gain in breadth, but the price paid for 
this is decreasing intercourse among Jewish families, with the result that 
young people who might otherwise come into contact miss the opportunity. 

If this diagnosis be correct, there seems to be only one solution to the 
problem. We must try the method of the intermediary. After al!, there 
are many happy couples whose marriage was “arranged.” I am not 
thinking of the ordinary, sometimes vulgar, sadchan, but of the inter. 
mediary who does his job with tact and discretion. It might be done by 
our ministers acting as centres of social life. Their homes Ought to be the 
gathering ground of the young people of their congregations. But there are 
difficulties here too. Sometimes the minister is unsuitable for this r4le; 
more often the minister's wife is unsuitable. It mightperhaps be worth 
while considering whether those who stand at the head of Jewish 
communities, wardens, presidents, and, the like, might not 
with advantage cultivate more social intercourse among their 
members. If there were a strengthening of Synagogue life our 
midst, that would tend to bring young people more into contact. I dare. 
say the Jewish Literary Society movement is doing something in this 
direction. I daresay the Friendly Societies, too, may have a good deal 
of success to their credit. 1 daresay organisations like the London Lodge 
of the Independent Order of B'nai B'rith might do much by extending 
their social functions which have hitherto been so successful and popular. 

A great deal might be done to solve this problem. Difficult as it ig in 
any event, it has been made dificult by the war conditions, which left 
us with more than a normal surplus of women over men. But this will 
right itself in due course. Romance is not dead in our midst. You need 
only to go to see Barrie’s Play, ‘The Little Minister,” to bs convincea 
that the people of our age (and you may see many Jewish young women 
in the audience) love romance every bit as much as did the early 
Victorians, or the flower of chivalry in the Middle Ages. The trouble is 
that they dream romance, lack sufficient opportunity to realise their 
dreams. For young people ofboth sexes that opportunity should be 
provided. A little less snobbery, a little more culture, and a little more 
of that Jewish consciousmess which of old regarded every Jew as a 
brother, would help greatly in solving this vital problem.

GOLDERS GREEN DORMITORY CONSECRATED 
To mark the success of the 


efforts of the Golders Green Orpha 

Society, which is the first Ald Society to raise over £1,000 in De ary 
of its existence, a girls’ dormitory was named and consecrated last 
Sunday by the Rev. I. Livingstone. In the course of an address, 
he paid a tribute to the enthusiastic President (Mr. M. P. Kempner) 
and Hon. Secretary (Mrs. Ascher) of the Aid Society, and hoped 
that every visitor wou'd become an annual subscriber. Addressing 
the Norwood girls, Mr. Livingstone reminded them that Mrs. Ascher 
bad been a Norwood girl, was trained there, had been & Head- 
mistress, and was married there ;: and hoped that when they left 
the Institution they would remember Norwood apd also the many 
other communal institutions, and play their part worthily for the benefit 
of the community. He concluded with a special Prayer of Consecration. 
Mr. M. P. Kempner thanked the Norwood Committee for granting them 
the opportunity of naming a dormitory. He was proud to think that the 
Golders Green Aid Society had shown itself so vigorous an infant, and 
hoped that the standard that they had set themselves would be main- 
tained. The Society's first effort in 1924 would be a cabaret ball at the 
Hotel Great Central, on Sunday, February 24th. He thanked Mrs. 
Ascher and her assistant, Mr. Arthur Baker, for their efforts on behalf 
ofthe Society. Mr. Anthony de Rothschild, the President, in accepting 
a cheque for £1,000, expressed the Committee's warm appreciation of 
the efforts of the Golders Green Aid Society. He hoped that other Aid 
Societies would increase their efforts on behalf of the Institution aud 


help it to carry on its’ noble work. The children were afterwards 
entertained to tea. 


Mr. B. Blaiberg invited the whole of the children and staff to witness 
the pantomime at the Grand Theatre, Croydon, on Monday. Mr. Blaiberg 
provided a special train for the party, and also refreshments for the 
childrer, Mrs. N. Blaiberg gave each child a sixpence on leaving, 
During the performance, Mrs. B. Blaiberg handed the Headmaster a 
cheque for £10, to be given as a prize for a girl.

SARDINE CANAPES. 


FILLET OF PLAICE AU GRATIN, 


TIMBALE OF CHICKEN. 


POTATO LOAVES. SALSIFY FRITTERS. 


LEMON WHIP. FRUIT BALAD. 


Sardine Canapes. 


Chopped parsley, 1 teaspoonfu). 
Three olives. 


Four large sardines. 

Lemon juice, 2 teaspoonfuls. 

Margarine, 2 oz 

Worcester sauce, 1 teaspoonful. 

CUT some circles or fingers from slices of stale bread, spread with 

vegetable margarine, and lightly brown in a quick oven. Skin and bone 
the sardines, pound them with the remainder of the margarine, adding 
the chopped parsley, lemon juice, and sauce. Season weil with salt and 
pepper. Spread a thick iayer on the crorites of bread, and return to the 
oven for a few minutes; then sprinkle with chopped olives, and serve 
hot, garnished with watercress. 


Fillet of Plaice au Gratin. 


Two small plaice. 

Chopped onion, 2 teaspoon! ules. 

Chopped parsley, i tablespoont ul. 

FILLET the plaice, and remove the black skin. Grease a fireproof 

dish, and arrange the fillets on it. Season with salt and pepper, and 
sprinkie each fillet first with lemon juice, then with the finely chopped 
onion and parsley, afterwards with brown crumbs and a few dabs ol 
margarine on top. Bake in a quick oven for about fifteen minutes.

Very thickly grease a pudding basin with margarine, then cut the 
macaroni Into rings. Starting at the bottom of the basin, press the 
macaroni into the margarine in even rows until it lines the basin about 
half way up. Melt the dripping in a saucepan, then lightly fry the 
chopped onion. Addthe finely minced chicken, tongue, crumbs, parsley, 
and stock, then the beaten egg. Season well, mixing all the ingredients 
‘thoroughly, and very carefully press into the prepared basin without 
disturbing the macaroni. Cover with a greased paper, and steam for 
about half an hour. Turn on to a hot dish, and pour the brown sauce 
around. 


Potato Loaves. 


MasH some freshly cooked potatoes free of lumps, adding a little 
margarine and a lightly beatenegg. Season with salt and pepper. Form 
the mixture into shapes like little cottage loaves, place on a greased tin, 
brush ever with beaten egg, and brown in a quick oven. 


Salsify Fritters. 


WASH a bundle of salsify, trim the roots, and cut into three-inch 
lengths. Boil in a very little water, to which add the juice of halfa 
lemon, and cook for about forty minutes, until tender. Drain thoroughly, 
then dip in frying batter, and fry a golden brown in boiling fat. 

For the Batter.—Mix four ounces of flour to a batter with the yolk of 
an egg, one tablespoonful of salad oi], and a gill of cold water. Then add 
the stiffly whipped white of the egg.

THE DIRECTOR'S ACTIVITIES. 


A meeting of the Central Committee for Jewish Education was held 
en Monday at Jews’ Colleges. There were present: 

Dr. A. Rrcano.z. C.B.E. (in the Chair), Sir Robert Waley Cohen, K.B.E., 
Mrs. A. Bichholz. Mra A. EB. Franklin, Miss Alice Solomon, Dayanim A. 
Feldman and H. M. Lazarus, the Revs. M. Adier, D.8.0., J. BK. Goldbloom, and 
W. Levin. Messrs. L. G. Bowman, I. Goldston, A. Kahn, F. 8. Spiers, and W. 
Wachman. Mr. H. M. Adier, Director of Jewish Education, was in attendance. 

The CHAIRMAN reported that the Chief Rabbi had issued a circular 
drawing the attention of Jewish parents to theic right of withdrawing 
their children from non-Jewish religious instruction in Council schools, 

It was reported that the Council of the War Memorial bad allocated 
the sum of £2,509 to the Committee for the year. 

Mr. I. GoLDs?oN drew attention to the classes for secondary pupils 
and those for the training of teachers, and said that some donbt seemed 
to exist on the question of fees. It was important that it should be 
widely known that the classes were free. 

The DIRECTOR presented comprehensive reports on a visit to Man- 
chester, where be inspected the work of Jewish education in all the 
institutions and held several conferences. He paid a tribute to the 
indefatigable work of the Rev. I. W. Slotki, Headmaster of the Talmud 
Torah and Secretary of the Area Committee. He commended the work 
at the Jews’ Schools, especially in. the Girls’ Department, though 
he criticised the absepce of Jewish teachers on the staff of the 
Infants’ Department. The local committee had made arrangements for 
the religious instruction of Jewish children attending the Council 
Bchools, though Mr. Adler suggested that it should be cor ce strated on 
the girls, as nearly all the boys were receiving other instruction, He 
eulogised the work of the Rev. J. Rabbinowitzin Higher Broughton, where 
the classes presented many original features, The Sephardi Classes 
in West Didsbury were also most progressive and had adopted al! his 
suggestions. He gave an account of the Delamere Open Air School for 
delicate children, where the arrangements were most praiseworthy. He 
suggested a number of grants, including one of £50 to the Yeshiba on 
condition that an English-speaking teacher was appointed. 

Tho Director reported that an admirable teacher had been appointed 
for Northanipton and Luton in the person of Mr. M. Chilkowsky, an 
ex-student of the Yeshiba Etz Chaim. 

A letter was read from the Union of Jewish Women, offering to make 
over “The Mrs. N. L. Cohen Jewish Educational Library” to the War 
Memorial as a permanent gift, on condition that the wishes of the 
foundress were respected. 

Mrs. EICHHOLZ said that the Usaion took this step because it was 
foun@ that since the library had been located at the War Memorial 
Offices, much more extensive use had been made of it than when retained 
by the Union, large numbers of books having been borrowed, while {8 
had been visited by two or three hundred teachers. 

On the motion of the CHAIRMAN, it was resolved to recommend the 
Genncil that the gift be gratefully accepted. 

The question of grants to the Union of Hebrew and Religion Classes 
and the Tulmu’ Torah Trust, both of which bodies were reported to be 
in financial difficulties, was deferred for more information, the Chairman 
being given discretionary powers to submit recommendations to the 
Executive Committee. | 

It was reported that the South Wales Area Committee was not 
functioning satisfactorNy in consequence of local differences. The 
Director said that «fforts were being made to strengthen the Committee. 

Mr. L. G. BowMAN drew attention to the question of the long hours 
boys were required to bein attendance at the Talmud Torahs, and the 
adverse effects on the health ofsome of thechildren. He said that at the 
Free School he was constantly met by numbers of children suffering from 
anemia, debility, and bad sight, partly attributable to their attendance 
for iong hours in the evening at the Talmud Torahs, and certainly aggra- 
vated by it. He had even had cases of children attending the Talmud 
Torahs who wefe.exciuded from day school in consequence of infectious 
disease at home. He suggested that a Committee should be set up to 
enquire into the matter. 

Mr. I, GOLDSTON said that these complaints were constantly before 
bead teachers, and he thought an enquiry would be useful. 

The Rev. J. K. GOLDBLOOM said that the Talmud Torahs were always 
ready to deal with special cases, but he did not think they would agree 
to any general reduction of hours. 

Mr. W. WACHMAN urged that the matter be referred to the Talmad 
Torah Trust rather than that a special committee should be set up. 

This was agreed to, and it was understood that Mr. Bowman would 
be invited to attend a meeting of the Trust. 

The Secretary reported that during 1923 no leas than 7,518 books and 


over 1,000 maps, as well as other educational requisites, had been sold 
by the War Memorial. ™

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“DEMOCRACY AMONG JEWS.”

5in,—In the course of his article in your issue of December 2#tb, 
“Benammi” writes: “Anyone who considers the story of the Jewish 


_ people in ancient times cannot but be struck by the important part 


played among the Jews by the Elders. They accompanied Mose’ to 
Pharaoh as the representatives of the rank and file.” 


from what source “ Benammi” drew the above statement that the Elders 
accompanied Moses to Pharaoh. In Exod. iii., 16, we read: “Go and 
gather the elders of Israel together, ctc..” andin the same chapter, v. 18, 
“ And they shall hoarken to thy voice: and thon shalt come, thou, and the 
elders of Israel, nato the King of Egypt.” Butin chapter 5, v.i, we read: 
“ And afterwards Moses and Aaron went in, and told Pharaoh, etc.,” and 
no mention is made of the Elders ct all, Rashi in loco quotes the 
Midrash Shemoth Rabba, “That the Elders slipped away cunningly, one 
by one from behind Moses and Aaron (this is a play on the Hebrew word 
“MIN') until they left both Moses and Aarcn by themselves to go into 
Pharaoh's palace, because the Elders were afraid to see Pharaoh and 
plead for their people.” (This peculiar timidity of the Elders may serve 
as a good lesson to many of our self-made leaders.) 

Further in bis letter “ Benammi” writes that “There is a story told 
of Judah the Ethnarch, who: wrote a letter to the Emperor Antoninus, in 
which the superscription ran: “ From your servant Judah to our Sovereign 
Lord the Emperor Antoninus.” One of his disciples who saw the letter 
remonstrated with the master, saying “Rabbi, why do you degrade your 
honour?” But the like story, as told in the Midrashin, runs quite 
differently. The Ethnarch did not write the letter or the su perscription 
himeelf. But he told his disciple and scribe, Rabbi Ephese, “ Write a 
letter in my name to our Sovereign Lord the Emperor Antoninus-2. This 
was done accordingly, and then the Ethnarch took up the letter and read 
it through and tore it. He then dictated to his scribe how the letter 
should be written, and said ‘Write from thy servant Jadah to our Sovereign 
Lord the Emperor Antoninus.” Here the scribe could not help remarking 
to his master, “Why do you degrade thy honour?” upon which the 
Ethnarch answered, ‘Am I better than my grandfather Jacob, who said 
likewise, ‘ Thus saith thy servant Jacob?’”

Benammi” in his causerie “ Democracy Among Jews” asserts 
that “It is mowhere stated how the Elders were appointed to their 
offices, whether by election from below, or by selection from above.” 
The following citation from the Talnrud will produce substantial evidence 
that the election of “Seventy ” to be the National Council was based on 


equal representation, and thus carried out in the most constitutional 
. 


When God commanded Moses: “Gather unto Me seventy men of 
the elders of Israel'’ Moses perplexingly commenced meditating :. 
“How am I to accomplish it? If I elect six from each tribe there 
will be two too many ; if I elect five from each tribe there will be ten 
short; if I elect six from some and five only from others it will 
cause discontent and jealousy.” After a lengthy contemplation he 
decided to elect six from each tribe, took seventy-two blank papers, 
upon seventy he filled in the word elder and two he left blank. 
Having mixed them well up, he placed all of them in a kalphe (urn 
for ballot)and ordered each of them to draw lots. Those who were. 
successful in drawing “elder” he complimented and said to them: 
“Providence has appointed you!” and to those who drew “ blanks” 
he said: “I could not do anything for you, Providence has rejected 
you!” (Sanhedrin 17, 1).

INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
WITH 
RABBI M. M. EPSTEIN. 
Ox of the greatest Talmudical authorities in furope, 


Rabbi Moses Mordecai Epstein, is on a visit to this country 
en route for America. Rabbi Epstein is the head of the 
famous Slobodka Yeshibah, which he has directed for the 
past thirty years. Since the war, that institution, as many others 
of like character on the Continent, has fallen on evil days, through 
the cutting off of supplies from 
a+ Russia, and the bad economic condi- 
- tions in Central and Eastern Europe. 
In order to save the Yeshibah from 
extinction, Rabbi, Epstein has under. 
taken a mission to the West, in the 
hope that friends of Jewish learning in 
England and America may rescue this 
centre of higher Jewish studies. To a 
representative of the Jewish Chronicle, 
Rabbi Epstein has given some account 
of the Yeshibah, and the work carried 
on within its walls. 


A Hive of Learning. 


“The Slobodka Yeshibah,” said Rabbi 
Epstein, “ was founded forty-five years ago 
by the famous Rabbi Israel Salant, and is 
now the greatest institution of its kind in 
the world. Noless than three hundred and 
fifty young men are in training there, and are initiated into the highest 
branches of Talmoudical study. All these students are completely 
supported while attending the Yeshibah, receiving a weekly allowance 
which suffices to enable them to obtain modest board and lodging in the 
vicinity. Slobodka is a suburb of Kovno, which has a large Jewish com. 
munity, so that there is no difficulty in finding suitable accommo- 
dation for the students. In addition to the younger students, there 
are between twenty and thirty advanced scholars, Rabbis of 
eminence, who, with their families, are maintained by the institution. 
The students hail from all over the world including some from America 
and England. Indeed an old Bachur from Silobodka greeted me in 
Manchester the other day. Itis impossible to describe the enthusiasm 
with which the Talmud is studied at the Yeshibah. It is pervaded by an 
atmosphere of real intensity of purpose and tremendous zeal. Ex-students 
can never forget their period of training, and some of the greatest -\abbis 
in Europe, including the heads of many other Yeshiboth, have come from 
Slobodka.. Students come to us from the age of sixteen, and are already 
sufficiently equipped to be able to learn for themselves. The only teaching 
being given purely in the shape of lectures, the institution partakes of 
the nature of a Talmuiic University. i 


“ During the war,” said Rabbi Epstein. “the Institution went through 
some hard times. We migrated to Minsk, and afterwards settled in 
Krementchug in the Ukraine, where we had some unpleasant pogrom 
experiences. It was a great relief to us to be able to return eventually 
to Slobodka, in Lithuania, where the Jews enjoy a modicum of freedom, 
security, and autonomy which is unique in Eastera Evrope. But economic 
cares beset us, and the gradual withdrawal of the support forthcoming 
since the war from the Joint Relief Fund bas rendered my present 
mission necessary. I know how many burdens are sustained by the 
great communities of the West, but their very charitable instincts are due 
to the inspiration of the Torah, and it is for a home of the Torah that I 
plead. It is dificult for Western Jews to realise the regenerative 
spiritual force which the Yeshibah represents, but I am confident that 
there will be large numbers of English and American Jews who know how 
vital it is for the preservation of Judaism that we should maintain 
our spiritual treasures and hand them on unimpaired. It is as a 
teacher of the teachers that the Yeshibah has its prime importance. 
Our expenditure has increased greatly since the war, whereas our 
income is much smaller. The Yeshibah costs £1,000 a month to main- 
tain, and the raising of this sum is a formidable task.”

“The Yeshibah has no politics,” Rabbi Epstein replied. “ Naturally 
attachment to Palestine is inculcated in the heart of every Jew, but our 
one object is the promotion of learning, and with all other questions we 
have nothing todo.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK. 


Specially written for the “ Jewish Chronicle.” 


“ The table of ihe Lord is despised.'—Malachi ¢., I. 


Malachi’s prophecies point to a state of religious degeneracy in 
Israel, a period in their fhistory when ‘man treated spiritual things with 
contempt. They offered the blind, the lame, and the sick for sacrifice, 
gifts they would not dare to present to their governor; but for God it 
would seem :as if anything was considered good enough, while the 
service of the Temple had become !s> materialised that there was not a 
member of the priesthood who would shut the doors for nought, or kindle 
the fire on God's altar without compensation. Everything was judged 
by & monetary standard. But how different in the Gentile world, 
in which God's name was great. There a fragrant incense and «4 
pure offering was offered to the Most High; for the heathen 
had sot Israel the example of holding apiritual things in due honour and 
respect. Aforetime it was better, when the priest was regarded as the 
messenger of the Lord of hosts, and people sought the Law at his mouth, 
so that he turned many away from iniquity. 

There is much in the words of Malachi that is applicable to our own 
day, and in particular to the present status of the Jewish clergy. A 
recent discussion at Jews’ ‘College, the chief training-ground of the 
ministers of the British Empire, revealed the sad but incontestable fact 
that the Anglo-Jewish community is withholding its sons from the 
clerical profession. Only the very poor are anxious to enter its ranks— 
the class which the man of God who appeared to Eli had in view, when 
he foretold that there would be left of Eli's house only those who “ would 
come and crouch for a piece of silver and a morsel of bread, and would 
say, Pat me, I pray thee, into one of the priests offices that I may eat a 
piece of bread.” Jews’ College has always been starved for funds; but 
worse still, it is being starved to-day of the human material on which it 
depends to discharge its responsibilities as a great cabbinical seminary. 
We have to deplore the fact that the botter-circumstanced among us do 
not consider the Jewish ministry a suitable «vocation for their sons. 
The idea of such a calling never so much as occurstothem. And our 
young men take up the same attitude of chill aloofness from the service 


of the synagogue when the time arrives that:they must decide upon a’ 


career. “Whatshall we do with our sons ?” has long been a pressing 
problem, but the simple solution which the Jewish ministry offers is con- 
Asin the days of Malechi, our Gentile neigh. 
bours set the better example. There are few ;well-born families in this 
country who have not the ambition to see one of their sons in the Church. 
Its priesthood is recruited from the youth of:our universities, to which 
they have been sent to be educated at considerable expense to their 
parents and not a little self-sacrifice. So that it has been said that every 
village in England contains at least one gentleman in it—the man of 
gentle breeding and fine culture who worships at God's altar, who 
often condemns himself to a life of privation and obscurity 
for the honour of hic Master and {the love of his humble 
fellow-creatures. If he should be blessed with means it is no 
uncommon thing that those msans should bo consecrated 
to the purposes of public worship: “For from the rising of the 
sun until the going down thereof My name is great among the 
Gentiles, and in every place incens® is offered to My name and a pure 
sacrifice.” But such considerations mace no appeal to the instincts of a 
commercial-minded people like outselves3. Nor are our instincts in this 
respect always commercial, for the professions embraced by Jewish lads 
in ever-growing numbers hold out,in many instances, the poorest possible 
prospects of pecuniary success. That makes matters so much worse. 
These precarious professions would seem to attract for no other reason 
than that they have nothing to do with religion. This is a hard thing to 
say, but the facts on which it is based are incontrovertible. A “kingdom 
of priests” has become s community of secularists. 

Has, then, the Jewish ministry no satisfactions to offer to those who 
enter its ranks, which will bear comparison with the rewards of a secular 
occupation? Think of the opportunities of service which it presents to 
a religious-minded man. When he consecrates himself to this service, 
does he not become the messenger of the Lord of Hosts? Is it not at his 
mouth that the people henceforth will seek the Law? Can he not turn 
many away from iniquity? Will it not be given to him to train up the 
young in the paths of virtue and righteousness? Whose province is it, 
if not his, to console the afflicted, to succour the helpless, to guide the 
steps of the faltering, to promote peace between man and his neighbour ? 
Such things have a vaine which is not to be measured by material 
rewards. Their rewards are spiritual, thelr satisfactions are 
imponderable. The profession of a Jewish minister, like that of a 
minister of any other denomination, is of all callings the noblest, 
The arts, the law, the services, literature, science, polities may 
rank higher in popular esteem, but they.cannot compare in intrinsic 


worth with the dignified duties of a religious leader. If, then, the 


ministerial calling among us be regarded with contempt, it can be for no 
other reason than that our community has lost its ideals and is given over 
to materialism. And yet—strangest of paradoxes—we have reason to 
to believe that the community does hold its ministersin honour, and the 
best of them in veneration. They appreciate the life of sacrifice which 
the minister’s calling entails; they look cp with admiration to the 
enlightenment and learning of those who preach the word of God ; they 
take many opportunities of showing a kindly regard for those to whom 
they entrust their most sacred interests.

When we remember the enthusiasm, the love, almost the awe, with 
which Miss Szold is regarded in Palestine, it is dificult to believe that 
she will be allowed to make her stay “definitely short.” If evera human 
being were divided against herself it is this splendid woman, who sees 
great and necessary work awaiting her in Eretz Yisrael, and perhaps still 
greater in America. Surely her knowledge, her power of direction and 
mediation, her influence with the “ sources of wealth” are of vital value 
in these United States, where lie the Artesian Wells of wealth, and 
where lie also the quicksands of misunderstanding.

status of its clergy, and placing it on a level of esteem and respect equal 
to that which is accorded to the clergy of other denominations. Iu his 
“Jubilee History of Jews’ College,” the author has touched upon this 
issue in the following words with which .we conclude this discource: 
“The community of English Jews must endow the Seminary of 
the future with the necessary human material of which it has 
hitherto been so grudging. If the Jewish ministry of coming 
generations is to, be an improvement on its predecessors, it should 
no longer be- drawn from a single class. Every section of society 
must contribute of its best. To bring this about the ministeria! 
career will have to be regarded as no less honourable and advantageous 
than other professions. Till now the training of English Ministers has 
suffered grievously from the lack of this recognition. The future of Jews’ 
College thus rests with the community, but the community's future is 
even more dependent upon that of Jews’ College. By the calibre of the 
men that shall issue forth from the institution to expound the Word of 
God, the status of Anglo-Jewry will be judged from without, its usefulness 
will be determined from within.”

N\ No acvount, however casual, of New York life can seem complete 
without a word concerning the Settlement Houses maintained by Jewish 
interest. There are many and their activities are varied; from the 
Christy Street settlement, which aims at much that is cultural, educa- 
tiona!, and dramatic, to the Bethel Sisterhood, which pays a maximum of 
attention to the baby andto child welfare work . . on up to the Emanuel 
Sisterhood, whose director, Mrs. Celia Strakosch, has adapted herself to 
the ever varying needs of this institution, so well-known among the 
Russian, Hungarian, and Austrian Jews of the East Side. Years ago the 
“Emanuel” was known largely for its relief work, its work with immi- 
grant mothers, and their children, and for its general philanthropy. 
Gradually the relief work was taken over by the United Hebrew Charities, 
the babies (some of them) attended to elsewhere, and Emanu-el found 
herself facing the need of being a Community House with a Director who 
must train herself to understand moral issues and the ever-growing 
temptations of young peuple in New York. 

“Andthat.. " remarked Mrs. Strakosch to me, as she settled herself 
wearily and thoughtfully for a chat after a long day at the Sisterhood, 
“that is my idea of the future of settiement work in America. The 
settlements, I think, must become community houses; filling whatever 
need that particular community bas of it. In some places it will become 
a Recreation Centre, in others, a Day School Nursery, in others, 9 School 
for grown ups. But always it will have to be formed and moulded into 
the needs of that community. So many places have taken away the 
former uses of the Settiement House, and are doing their work better 
than the Settlement ever did them. They are better equipped. The 
Pablic School, the High and Night schools, the splendid Art. schools or 
schools of vocational training, Cooper Union, and even the free classes of 
many of our city colleges are really far better fitted for efficient training 
than we ever could be. To-day all these places, with their competent paid 
instructors, far out-distance anything we could do. And it is all right 
that this should be so. 

“In addition,” and Mra. Strakosch gazed thoughtfully over the 
chimney pots of one of New York's most congested and neglected tene 
ment districts, “in addition, I find that the settlement has always been 
the Experimental Station for reforms or new methods in any line. The 
first kindergarten was tried out in the basement of a settlement with 
voluntary, often unskilled, teachers; the first day nursery where working. 
mothers could leave their babes; the first Female Employment Depart. 
ment, a boon to ignorant immigrant women: the first clinic; the first 
art, drama, music, and dancing clubs; the {first mother’s meeting; child 
welfare groups, all of these ‘experiments’ were later taken on and 
made a part of their curriculum either by the pub ic school or by various 
departments in the city itself. But any student, glancing over the history 
of Settlement life, can see that we have a!ways been usedas experiment 
stations. And thisisail to the good. We are well-equipped for tests, 
and if we can furnish the community with free and adequate ‘trial 
space,’ surely we are ‘doing our bit.’ ” 

Mrs. Strakosch went on then to speak of the Nursery School; a plan 
which was developed and perfected in London; where the child, from 
earliest infancy, was taught to helpitself. She took me to an adorable 
“nursery ” where tots of fifteen months were taught to dress, feod, and 
amuse themselves, where the tiny child is shown the meaning of the 
passing, golden hour, where each act is translated into an act of 
self-help. Mrs. Strakosch told me that the greatest progress in tho 
development of the Nursery School is being made in London, where 
teachers seem peculiarl, fitted to this economic idea. She delights te 
give honour to the efficient management of Nursery, Day and Boarding 
schools which she saw on her last visit to Great Britain. 


Mr. Zangwill and the Ku-Klux-Klan. 
Proposed New Immigration Restrictions. 
[From cur Correspondent. | NEW YORK. 


Mr. Israel Zangwill, who recently issued a challenge to the Ku-Klux- 
Klan to debate in public whether the organisation has a right to exist, 
has received from the Klan a threat of murder: “ Keep your tongue in 
your mouth or we will assassinate you.” Mr. Zangwill, who is being 
strongly guarded by the police, is ignoring the threat, and still desires 
the debate. 

The Secretary for Labour, Mr. Davis, has introduced into Congress 
the new Immigration Restrictions Bill, according to which the quota wiil 
be reduced from 3 to 2 per cent., and will be calculated on the basis of 
the 1890 ceusus. This will tend to increase the immigration from the 
North and West of Europe, and to decrease the number of immigrants 
from the East and South and from Asia and Africa. The Bill also pro. 
vides for selection and examination of emigrants at the port of embarka. 
tion, admittance of families without separation, distribution of national 
quotas over one year (admitting one-twelfth each year), suspension of 
entire immigration in times of unemployment, registration of aliens who 
come to the country for a short time, suspension of quota restrictions in 
cases of shortage of labour, apart from instances of labour disputes, 
and extension of the restrictions to immigrants from other American 
countries. The Jewish Congressman, Mr. Benjamin Rosenbloom, has 
introduced into the American Congress an Alien Registration Dill, making 
it also compulsory fox immigrants to become American citizens and learn 
the English language. 

It is probable that disagreement among the promoters of the new 
Bill will postpone its enactment for another year. Furthermore, in view 


of the Italian representations against the 2 per cent. quota, the Govern. 


ment is not anxious to take such steps as would offend the Italian Govern. 
ment, so that the Bill is meeting with stronger opposition than was 
originally anticipated. 

A special meeting of the Executive Committce of the American 
Jewish Congress was convened to determine what action should be taken 
with regard to the proposed changes in the Immigration Law aud the 
proposed Registration of Aliens.

A strong protest against the outrage was made in the Hungarian 
Parliament Sy Mr. Sanseet, the leader of the Opposition, who demanded 
the dissolution of the “Awakening Magyars” and other illegal organisa- 
tions. Deputy Gombos, the leader of that body, denied the complicity of 
the ‘Awakening Magyars” in the outrage, and joined in denouncing its 
perpetrators. Ia reply, the Prejuier promised that rigorous steps would be 
taken to prevent such outrages in future, and that the culprite would be 

ished with exemplary severity. He also announced that a Bill would 

introduced, making the supply of explosives for illegal parposes an 
Offence punishable with hard labour; bat he declined to dissolve the 
“ Awakening Magyars” on the ground that there was no proof of their 
complicity in the outrage.

Mr. Castiglioni makes one stipulation, however, that Max Reinhardt 
should be asked to take over the post as producer and director of the Burg 
Theatre.

The Work of the “0.Z.E.” 


Lecture by Dr. A. Gaster. 


A lecture on tuberculosis, the first of a series of leCtures on pubiic 
health that the “ 0.Z.E.” (Society for Preserving the Health of the Jews), 
has organised in the East End of London, was given by Dr. A. Gaster 
last Saturday in the Whitechapel Art Gallery. Mr. A. H. Levy, F.R.C.&., 
Chairman of the London Organisation of the “0.Z.E.,” presided. Dr. 
Gaster sketched the history of human knowledge of tuberculosis and 
explained the origin and nature of that disease. He illustrated the way in 
which the germs affect the parts of the organism which they penetrate, 
and the way in which the organism combats them. The main part of the 
lecture was devoted to advice, how to evade the illness and to safeguard 
oneself from contagion. The lecture was delivered in English, but at the 
close Dr. Gaster reiterated its main points in Yiddish. He also showed a 
number of photographs illustrating the matter of the lecture. 

The second lecture of the course will be on the question of Mother- 
hood, and will be delivered to-morrow by Dr. Liba Zarchi. The lecture, 
which will be delivered in English, will deal with the pre-natal and post- 
natal life of the child, advice to mothers during pregnancy, etc. 


The “O.R.T.” 


Activities in the United States.

A campaigh to raise America’s quota towards a million dollar Recon- 
struction Fund of the “O.R.T.” Organisation was launched at a dinner 
given by the combined People’s Relief and “O.R.T.” organisations. Mr. 
Israel Zang will praised the work of the “O.R.T.” in furnishing agricultural

Stn,—I have just mow had a chance to read your Issue of 
December 14th, in which you reproduce Mr. Zapgwill's two column 
and a half letter, published in the New York Times, that gives an 
account of my family history and in which he berates me with his bewitch.- 
img pen for my anti-German attitude. It is a pity that your New York 
correspondent did not send you at the same time my very simply- 
worded note to the sams paper, which called forth the beautifully 
styled letter of my old friend Zangwil), with all its verbal oxuberance. 
From this it would have been seen that my letter bad nothing to do 
whatsoever with Mr. Zangwili'’s opinions upon Zioniem, or upon the 
present leaders of the Movement. I was writing simply as an American 
and as a Jew. By reason of his unacalculated indiscretions in criti- 
cising almost everything and everyone in America, Mr. Zangwill has 


caused a great deal of ill-feeling. My colleagues at the University and 
my friends elsewhere were much disturbed over the matter, and we 


were all afraid that the good feeling between America and Great 


Britain, upon which so much depends, was being menaced by the 
somewhbat indiscriminate criticism levelled at things American. You, 
Mr. EJitor, have not seen these criticisms; but ycu know enough about 
American affairs to be aware that whatsoever a single Jew docs here is 
attributed to the Jewish body as a whole. It was necessary to bring 
Mr. Zangwill either to heel or to reason. It was known to me that some 
non-Jew was about todo this; and I took the task upon my sboniders, 
thinking that suco criticism had better come froma [fellow Jow than from 
a pnon-Jew. One who is so fearless “as to tell the truth and damn the 
conse quences,” as ycur correspondent says on page 18, should be equally 
Cariess in facing the truth when it is truc. . bout himself, 

Mr. Zangwill went so far as to say that it would have been better for 
the world if America had not gone into the late war at all. You can 
imagine how this shocked tho feelings of the relatives of those who bad 
— and some of whose dearest kin had fallem in this, the most dreadful 
of fights. 

‘*Come! Hear of those who have felt sorrow’s touch 
Their words are few, but what they mean is much.’ 


Mr. Zangwill has drawn upon the Jewish F.ocycloper lia to show how 
numerous formerly were my contacts with the Germans. I venture to 
repiy that it was just my acquaintance with German methods, especially 
duriog the years that I had spent at German universities ; it was just the 
fact that I was in Germacy upon the eve of the war and saw what was 
going on thére, that made me understand how the German peop'e hed 
been misled by their rulers, and induced to take up an attitude totally 
unworthy of men like Mommsen, whom I am aiways giad to cite. Speak. 
ing even of the present time, Mr. Zangwill said: “The only aggressor 
is France.” He has nothing to add about the attempts made by the 
Germans to avoid the consequences of their effort to gain world-power 
in 1914. It he thinks that Germany has learned the lesion that her 
tailure should have taught her, he is strangely optimistic. is 

But still further. In regard to the Jews, Mr. Zangwill permitted him. 
self to say that there were few gentiemen among those in America. Are 
we to be mere cowards and keep silence when one—no matter how 
prominent he may be—throws such shafts among his own people? He 
will leave America, it is tr ue, but he will leave us to patch up the tattered 
robes of the Jewish garment that he has torn. , 

Finally, when we Jews speak of Germany, we ought never to forget 
that anti-Semitism took its rise in that country, and that it is in a very 
fiourishing condition there at the exact moment when Mr. Zangwill blows 
his eloquent blast against me as an anti-German. I can and do admire 
Gérman science and learning ; but I can and do detest German politics; 
for these latter have worked much more harm than German scienco can 
ever make good.

Sin,—The undersigned have been entrusted with a mission from our 
home town, Czernowitz, Bukovina, Rumania, to bring under the notice of 
the Auglo-Jewish community an appeal on behalf of a large number of 
the most unfortunate war victims—helpless children. Your readers are 
floubtiess fully aware of what the small province of Bukovina had to suffer 
dusing the war. The aftermath of the war yields nothing to the sufferings 

ow riod. 

“ cla ai the suffering that exists the children are the chief victims. 
These unfortunate little ones who live from odd jobs and begging threaten 
bo become a social danger. A society which since 1908 has been engaged 
in ehild welfare work set to work to care for these war-victims, and 
founded two technical. schools for boys and girls, which also undertook 
éheir maintenance. This society, known as “Morgenrot” (“Glow of 
Dawn”), isat present caring for no less*than 634 children. 

This beneficent institution is now threatened with a great danger as 
its premises have beém condemned by the Goverament as insanitary. 
We were therefore despatched to America to raise funds, and 4 new 


#uilding is nearly completed. The premises are to contain a hoste! for 


homeless pupils, kitchens, and workshops. Funds ate now exhausted, 
an@ a eee 11,000 dols. are still required for the completion 
of the building, The society “Morgenrot” is faced with the dilemma 
pither of suspending its welfare work or ceasing to build. [n this 


flesperate situation we earnestly appeal for help, and we shall be very 

grateful if you will give publicity to our call for assistance.

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Mr. Zangwill and Professor Gottheil. “The Close of the Bible Age.” 


ADDRESS BY THE REV. DR. A, COHEN, M.A. 


The intredactory lecture of the new course arranged by the Unton ot 
Jewish Literary Societies on “The Jews at the Close of the Bible Age,” 
was delivered at Jews College on Sunday by the Rev. Dr. A. Cohen, of 
Birrcingham. The popularity of the lectures was again attested ty a 
crowded audience. Sir Adolph Tuck presided. “ 

Dr, CoueN said that the first problem which was involved in the 
consideration of this period was the gap which existed in the recorded 
bistory between about 450 and 150BCkr. Tho discovery of tho Assonan 
papyrti gave hopo that other discoveries, possibly in Palestine itself, would 
help to clear up the darkness. He procecded to a consideration of the 
political and roligivus conditions at the time of Ezra and Nehemiah. He 
described the assimilationist evil which Ezra arrested on hits arrival 
in Judea. Although Ezra was acoused of narrowness and exclusive- 
nes*, there was no evidence that he repudiated the inspiring doctrines 
of the earlier prophets who dwelt upon Iisraci’s mission to the world. 
There Was no reason to doubt that he, too, looked forward to the ideal 
future when “the earth would be full of the knowledge of God as the 
wonders cover the sea." But Ezra perceivod only too clearly that the 
universalist aspect of Judaism was out of tune with the spirit cf lis age, 
and i! stressed might well prove a positive danger. It was essentially a 
time of assimilation, and under the guise of universaliem, the assimila- 
tionists would have succeeded in their purpose and brought about the 
absarption of the raco and the obliteration of tho ideals which it 
represented. Tne Jewish peopls had to be saved before the «pirituatisa- 
tion of the world could be thought of--dhat was the predomiuant factor 
in tho determination of Ezra’s policy. Ezra had supreme gifts as 
@ religious teacher and organiser, but he lacked the «uvalities of 
the statesman and political ruler. There was a crying need for 
an onergetic leader to take charge of the secular side of the 
communal life, and the hour produced the man. Dr. Cohen dealt 
with Nehemiah's constructive activities which paved the way for 
Ezra’s religious reforms. He said that the historicity of the “Men 
of the Great Synagoguc” was borne out by the more fact that on 
the one side in the fifth century they found the Jewa ateeped in ignorarcs 
and beatheni*em ; on the other side, in the second century, they saw a 
community of Jews zealous for the Torah avd ataunch ia their faith. 
They could only account for this latter phenomenon by pre-supposing a 
body of carnest teachers who reareda generation of discipies to take theic 
place after thoy had gone, to bo succeeded by others for two hundred 
years, From thoir survey of tho history of the Jews at the close of the 
Biblical period there leapt to the miad two irresiatibie conc usions of 
eternal significances to the House of laracl. The first was that undiluted 
gationalism could not of itscif securo the salvation and assure the con- 
tinued existence of the Jewish people. Without the religious revival 
created by Ezra, the soilof Juilea wou'd have become the sepuichre of 
the nation. The second conclusion was that the only unfailing preserva- 
tlve of the Jewish people, tested in the crucible of experience, was the 
life-giving spirit which radiated from the Torah. 

A vote of thanks to the lecturer was carried on the motion of the 
Chairman, seconded by Mr. J. M. Lissack.

Her next guide to his worth is the size of the diamonds 
in the engagement ring—the larger and the more brilliant they are, the 
greater the merit of the giver, and the possession, or the prospect of a 
car completes her happiness, be the man young or old, crooked.or straight. 
Mr. Zangwil! has said that there are “sometimes” among us types that 
are unlovely enough. But the Jewish girl acts on the basis that these 
types are the rule rather than the exception, and the rarer the gem the 
greater the value; for may Heaven protect the poor man who approaches 
ber if mature has been kind to her in distributing good looks, for then her 
pride is unendurable and ber price indeed “above rubies.”

There are, 
unfortunately, too many of them who sel! their souls for gold. Into their 
plan of life the poor modest little girl the girl with a heart of gold, but 
empty pockets—finds no place. These young men look not for a sweet 
sompanion in life, but for a father-in-law who will do for them what they.

SABBATH CLASSES. 


I was interested to read in a recent issue of the Jewish Chronicle,

PREMATURE BURIAL.

terrible contingency as premature burial beyond the bounds of human 
possibility. The present law of death certification is a perfect scandal to 
the nation. It allows a doctor to give a death certificate without even 
viewing the body. No death certificate ought to be given (according to 
Sir George Greenwood) unless a duly qualified practitioner has examined 
the body and certified the fact of death, and the cause of death, and also

JEWISH RELIGIOUS EDUCATION, 


In reference to the report of the Central Oommittee for Jewiakh 
Education and the Jong letter on the [vrifh b'I:rith method by Mr. Leon 
Simon, which appeared some time ago in your columns, permit me 
to say that everybody agrees that the best remedy would, of course, 
be for our children to have their Hebrew instruction in day schools, 
by fully competent teachers, at least two hours daily. The second 
remedy—which has been persistently advocated by Dr. Bichler— 
would be to form a training college for Hebrew teachers. But, as far as 
we can seo, the commupity, as a whole, is not yet ripe for such 4 
revolution in the system of Hebrew education. It is, therefore, a delu- 
gion, [ maintain, to think that the religion classes could produce better 
fruit by adopting the “natural” method alone, while they are held, as 
is usually the case, once or twice a week only. One must realise that to 
acquire the Hebrew language and its literature, Jewish traditions, religion, 
and history, the Jewish child must receive careful, systematic, and, 
above all, sympathetic instruction daily; it must begin its Hebrew not 
later than five years old, and continue it up to the age of at least sixteen, 
Then, and only then, can satisfactory results be achieved,—From Mr.

SYNAGOGUE MUSIC. 


From Mr. D. M. Davis. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, 


£in,—With reference to the letters which have appeared on the 
above subject, I trust that my never having heard a Friday-night service at 
the Great Synagogue will not put me “out of court” in the discussion. 
Of the making of Synagogue Music during the past forty years, there has 
been no end. I know nothing of Mr. Alman’s compositions, but the 
probability is, as your correspondent “Senex ” appears to imply, 
that they are not of a type suitable for congregational singing. 
Now, with many others, I hold that congregational singing should 
be one of the most important features of Divine Worship. This view does 


not only apply to Synagogues. It has always been held and carried 
out practically in the Nonconformist churches, and is now advocated 
by the Anglican Church (see Report of the Archbishop’s Committee). 
Indeed, it is felt that congregational singing by giving the worshipper an 
actual share in the Service arouses and maintains his interest therein. 
Now I am aware that congregational singing in synagogues is very 
little known outside the British Empire, and within the Empire the 
idea is mostly supported by the English element, for I believe that 
congregants from the more Northern countries prefer music of tho 
operatic kind, to which they can listen as at a performance. I 
should here remind my readers that our Portuguese brethren have for 
centuries past employed congregational singing. with the result that 
worshippers, from children upwards, are usually well acquainted with 
the Service. The late Chief Rabbi preached on the subject on many 
occasions, and ultimately, for the purpose of fostering congregational 
singing, a book was compiled and published at the price of a few 
shillings under the title of “‘The Voice of Prayer and Praise,” which 
is still obtainable. It was edited by Rabbi I’. L. Cohen and myself, 
under the auspices of a committee of the United Synagogue, and 
has been sufficiently successful to have reached a second edition. 
The book also has the sanction of the present Chief Rabbi. All 
composers of synagogue music in Anglo-Jewry till the date of its 
first appearance, as well as some eminent writers from abroad, 
such as Sulzer, have been drawn upon. Most of its 310 numbers 
traditional and modern, with words and music complete, are 
imtended and are suitable for congregational singing. Our synagogues 
of the fature will have but a small minority of worshippers from abroad, 
and it is essential that we should cater for the majority. Besides 
the above book, services have been set to music by Charles Salaman, 
mee Friedlander, and others, some of which are quite congregational 
in style. 

lam not writing to oppose the publication of Mr. Alman’s music if 
desired, but what I venture to ask is “why a public appeal?” Surely 
if it is wished to see his music in print, the members of the syna- 
gogues_ with which Mr. Alman is connected would defray the cost of 
publication. I have sot the pleasure of knowing Mr. Alman, but I feel 
sure ho would be the firat to grant that the signatories to the appeal are 
in no sense qualified musicians—doubtless they would acknowledge this 
themselves—but are vocalists (a very different thing} and one is a Minister 
who has generally been a strong advocate of congregational singing. I 
venture to think that “ the man in the street,” though he “knows what 
he likes,” is hardly a trustworthy judge of the merits of musical composi- 
tions. I trust it will be understood that lamin no sense attempting to 
depreciate Mr. Alman’s music, with which I am quite unacquainted. 
The point of my writing to you is, “ why a public appeal?”

GREEK AND HI BREW MUSIC. 


Bir W. Henry Hadow, Vice-Chancellor of Sheffield University, 
gave his second lecture on “The Balance of Expression and Design in 
Music,” before the Musical Association at the College of Preceptors, 


Bloomsbury Equare,on Tuesday evening. Some critics, Sir Henry said 
held that the Greeks had failed lamentably in musical expression. They 
however aimed ata totally different thing from what we meant by music, 
In its origin Greek music was simply a method of reciting poetry 
Speaking of the Jews, the lecturer said that much of the Old Testament, 
especially the Psalms, was written to be sung to music. The Greek and 


the Hebrew stream flowed side by side into later civilisation, and began 
to affect the course of medizval music. .

ANNUAL CONFERENCE. 


The fifth (frst Bi-Annual) Conference was held last Suaday a 
Manchester Hotel, Aldersgate Street. Mr. E. W. Raneunomncn. tbe 
President of the Commission, was in the Chair at the morning session. 

Mr. NAHUM SOKOLOW, in welcoming the delegates in the name of 
the Zionist Organisation, said that the work of the National Fund had 
at all times been important, but now it was even moreimportant. It waa 
their duty to interest not only Zionist Jews but all Jews in their work. 
The National Fand bad progressed in England, but if greater progress 
in its work was to be made more land would have to be bought. 

The Rey. J. K. GOLDBLOOM, who also welcomed the delegates, 
referred to the seventieth birthday of Mr. Rabbinowicz and to his work 
for the Nationa! Fund. | 

Mr, A, LUDLOW, representing the English Zionist Federation Friendly 
Sucieties Council, admitted that the Jewish Friendly Societies bad not 
done either for genera! Zionist work or for the work of the Jewish 
National Fund what could reasonably be expected from them. In 
the short time that he had been associated with the Friendly Societies 
Council the number of Zionist members had increased by 50 per cent. 
They were making progress, but more active support was needed. He 
hoped that during the coming year the Commission would deal with the 
funds on a more economic basis. 

The CHAIRMAN said that Mr. Sokolow, in bis address, bad referred to 
the Keren Kayemeth (National Fund) and the Jewish Colonial Trust, and 
he (Mr. Rabinowicz) was anxious to return to that subject. The Jewish 
Colonial Trust bad been created in the early years of the Zionist Move. 
ment, and had addressed itself more or less to the moneyed men in the com. 
munity. The difference between the Jewish Colonial Trust and the Keren 
Kayemeth was that, while the former granted bonuses and dividends, 
the latter received only the free will gifts of individuals for 
the purpose of redeeming the land in Palestine. The Jewish 
National Fund, like every other institution, had its ups and 
downs, and had euffered like everything else. The advent of 
the Balfour Declaration, however, brought success to the Fund; that 

riod created a love for the Jewish land and money came in quickly. 

o-day there was some degree of apathy, and there was a decline in ths 
subscriptions, notwithstanding the fact that the Jewish National Fund 
was the premier Zionist institution in the United Kingdom. On the other 
hand, if they looked at the Keren Hayesod they found that everybody was 
working for it. After giving figures showing the decline in subscriptions 
to the Fund from various centres, Mr. Rabbinowicz said that their object 
was not to collect money for the sake of having money, but to collect it 
for the purpose of acquiring land in Palestine. During the past year they 
had started few new Commissions, and many had ceased to function. 
The Head Office in Palestine had sent them a film, not on!y for the purpose 
of making money but to show tothe people at large what was being done in 
Palestine. He regretted that the efforts of the Head Office and their own 
efforts had not been crowned with the success they deserved. Theincome 
from the film amounted toa little over £2, and the expenses to between £44 
and £50. Another unfavourable report he had to make was that they 
were no longer able to hold flag days from which they used to derive 
considerable income. The police authorities had barred certain institutions 
that did not come within the regulations regarding the holding of flag 
days, and thé Jewish National Fund had to suffer in consequence. The 
bazaars that had been held in London, Leeds, and Manchester had been 
very successful. He desired to point out that when a man reached bis 
seventieth birthday his intellectual capacity was not quite as good as in 
bis earlier years. He therefore thought that he might be granted a little 
reat, and that a younger man should be chosen for the office of Chairman. 
He had received a great deal of kindness from his colleagues and the 
delegates, and he hoped that they would continue to give his successor 
the same devotion that they had given bim. 

Mr. I. PAssorr, the Treasurer,in presenting the balance-sheet, said 
that the reason for the high cost of administration was due to the fact 
that they were no longer able to secure as many voluntary workers and 
collectors as they bad done in the past, and payment for full time workers 
was much greater to-day. During the past three years the income had 
been at the rate of £7,000 a year. £12,000 was the estimate asked for by 
the Head Office in Jerusalem. He, too, like the Chairman, would not be 
seeking re-election to office. In conclusion, Mr. Passoff presented the 
estimated budget for the coming year. 

Mr. N. LAZARUS said that the figures of the contributions for the 
North of London as given by the Chairman were entirely misleading.

“British Policy in Palestine.” 
— > 
ADDRESS BY SIR WYNDHAM DEEDES. 

Under the auspices of the Anglo-Palestinian Club, Sir WYNDHAM 
D©EDES delivered an address on “British Policy in Palestine” at Jews’ 
College last Sunday. Mr. NAHUM SOKOLOW presided. 

Sir WYNDHAM DEEDES said it seemed to him that British Jews 
approached the question of Zionism from two points of view--from the 
point of view of Jews and from that of Britishers. From the British point 
of view certain duties and responsibilities devolved on them that did not 
devolve to the same extent on Jews of other countries, In the first place, 
it was incumbent upon them to explain to their fellow citizens a little of 
what Zionism meant. Further, the time would undoubtedly come when 
it would be necessary for Jews living outside Palestine to take a very 
much more intimate and prominent part in the whole question of Zionism 
than they didat present. He had no patience with the policy sometimes 
expressed, which he would characterise as 

THE POLICY OF “SAVING THE REMNANT.” 
Apparentiy those who held that view regarded Jews who lived outside 
Palestine as practically lost and as on the brink of assimilation; they 
therefore regarded the National Home as a place where as many Jews 
weuld be crowded as possible, and these, in the course of time, would be 
practically the only Jews remaining. He thought it unlikely, if people 
were confined to one State, that their ideals would be so far reaching as

they must necessarily be if the fifteen million membere of that National 
Home were spread throughout the world. He was a great believer in the 
force of ideasand ideals. The spirituality at the back of a movement was 
of much greater significance than the materialism which characterised 
#0 many of our movements nowadays, and which had brought about the 
war. A great statesman had said there were two results of the war which 
could be characterised as spiritual movements, and those were the League 
of Nations and the establishment in Palestine of a National Home for the 
Jews. These two movements wore similar in certain respects. The 
League of Nations believed in Right, but not in Might, and the Jews, in 
the matter of Palestine, also believed in Right but not in Might. They laid 
no claim to possess vast territories or armies or guns, but they did say, 
and his Government had said, that they were in Palestine by right and 
not on sufferance. The Englishman in the East represented the idea of 
justice. He thought nationalism really consisted of that sort of a 
characteristic of a people rather than any material representation. To his 
(the speaker’s) mind, the national idea was to a nation what individuality 
and personality were to the individual. It was the traditions and the 
history—the past and the present, and perhaps, still more in the case of 
the Jewish nation, the future—that went to constitute that idea of 
nationalism. So, what was intended in the establishment of a Jewish 
National Home in Palestine was the establishment of a place where the 
spirit of the Jewish people could live. Hethought they would agree that 
if the suggestion he had made with regard tonationalism were a correct 
one, nth once did away with any difficulty supposed to be raised by what 
was 


DUAL ALLEGIANCE, 
If there were two forms of nmationality—one which he might call 
environmental and the other hereditary—then he thought they would 
agree that there was no inconsistency whatever. Sir Wyndham went on 
to speak of the work that had been done in Palestine, particularly by the 
Chaluzim. Those who wished to know what Zionism really was should 
go, not to 77, Great Russell Street, where, indeed, they would hear much 
about Zionism, and, he had no doubt, receive a large number of pamphiets, 
but to one of the Jewish colonies. So long as men and women went on 
working in the colonies as they wére doing, Zionism was absolutely safe. 
With regard to the question of immigration, it was the quality and not 
the quantity that mattered, and although economic conditions made it 
necessary to limit the number of immigrants the ever open door had 
been maintained. He referred to the absurdity of the opposition to the 
use of Hebrew as a spoken language in Palestine, and to the proposed 
University, the effect of which he was sure would be enormous. With 
regard to the Rutenberg project, he was glad to say that some progress 
could be reported, and he thought before long it would be possible for Mr. 
Rutenberg to carry out his scheme throughout the country. 
THE ARAB QUESTION 

was a local question, but there was none of greater importance or 
delicacy. It was largely due to misunderstandings and misrepresenta- 
tions in the early days of the Movement, and ‘he could not but feel that, 
as a result of the knowled:e the Arabs were now beginning to get—-that 
justice and impartiality were the motives at the back of the British 
administration—their antagonism would very soon disappear. It wae 
important that the Jews in Palestine should play their part by doing al) 
they could to co-operate with their Arab fellow-citizens. The British 
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Government was anxious to realise the promise made during the war to 
help to establish am Arab Kingdom. ‘The establishment of that kingdom 
could not come about without the assistance of more brains and money 
than the Arabs could at present produce, and in this the Jews could help. 
He trusted there was no foundation for the idea that Palestine could in 
any way come under the political mgis of that larger Arab kingdom. 
Whatever connection Palestine would have with that kingdom, in no 
circumstances ¢>uld it be tolerated that Palestine be under any superior 
form of government than an international one. 

Thanks were accorded to Sir Wyndham, on the motion of Dr. M. D. 
EDER, seconded by Mr. HAWKINS. 

Mr. ISRAEL COHEN moved a vote of thanks to the Chairman, which 
was seconded by Mr. CLIFFORD PHILLIPS. 

Sir WYNHAM DEEDES said he would like to make it clear that he had 
as much sympathy with the Arab point of view as with the Jewish or the 
Christian, but if he alluded with greater stress to the Zionist question, it 
was due to the fact that it was the least understood in this country. 

Mr. SOKOLOW said that meeting was to him rather pathetic. It was 
paradoxical that a non-Jew should address a Jewish and a Zionist 
audience on Zionism, as the distinguished lecturer of the evening had 
done—and not on the political aspects, but on the essence of Zionism— 
and that he should call their attention to the importance of the Hebrew 
language. Hf some people said Zionism would alienate the Jew from the 
non-Jew they were mistaken. On the contrary, it was the great moral 
force that would bring together Jews, Christians, and Moslems. 


Dr. Soloveitchik’s Resignation. 


Following his resignation from the Zionist Executive, Dr. M. 
Soloveitchik has gone to Kovno for a short stay. He hopes to return in 
time for the proposed meeting of the Actions Committee to discuss his 
withdrawal from the Executive. He is shortly to issue to the press a 
statement on the events that led to his decision. 

The matter was discussed ata recent session of the Central Com- 
mittee of the German Zionist Federation, at which the feeling of the 
Committee was overwhelmingly in favour of Dr. Weizmann's policy and 
against Dr. Soloveitchik. A resolution of confidence in Dr. Weizmann 
was passed. A combined conference of the Latvian Zionists, Mizrachists, 
and Zeire-Zionists expressed regret at Dr. Soloveitchik’s resignation. 
The Austrian Zionist Federation demands an immediate meeting of the 
Actions Committee to discuss the matter, and it is expected that a 
similar demand wil) be made by the Polish Zionists. 


Mizrachi Conference in Vienna. 
<> — 


A conference of the Mizrachi Organisations of Austria, Czecho- 
Slovakia, Ramania, Greece and Hungary has been held in Vienna. Chief 
Rabbi Dr. Chajes, on behalf of the Actions Committee, welcomed the 
delegates, who numbered about a hundred and fifty. It was decided to 
establish a central organisation of the Mizrachists of all the Danube and 
Balkan States, and to propagate the sale of shares of the Mizrachi Bank 
in Palestine, the statutes of which are now on the point of receiving te 
sanction of the Palestine Government.

From Mr. Victor Coen, | 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 
S1r,—It is because the voice of the Jewish Chronicle has considerable 
authority in the United States, that I venture to protest against some 
recent statements in your columns. . 


It would be difficult to conceive anything more likely to prove 
damaging to the immediate and pressing needs of the Jewish people than 
the disparagement in influential quarters of the magnificent efforts~f 
American Jewry, without which relief work, and the restoration of Palés- 
tine, would have been a tragic flasco. 

May I be permitted to lay down what are to American Jews the most 
elementary of axioms: 

1, The House of Israel is regarded as being on fire, and the problem 
is to get the occupants out and build a-better house. There is little 
interest at the moment in the causes and effects of combustion, or other 
general theorier. 

2. The large funds raised in the United States have come mainly 
from the pockets of those in modest and even poor circumstances. It 
will not do to assume that the Jews of the North American contigent are 
contributing no more than English Jewry in proportion to wealth and 
numbers. 

8. American Jewry is also committed to a large programme of 
domestic communal endeavour, the maintenance and steady expansion 
of which is a heavy burden. 

4. The Jews constitute 3 per cent. of the population of the United 
States. They exercise a legitimate influence, but do: not control the 
Legislature. 

In the Jewish Chronicle of December li4th, you state in reference to 
the quota system of the Immigration Laws of the United States: 
* | , But with their (the American Jews’) influence, if only the influence 
of sheer numbers, such a cruel law... . ought never to have been 

aced upon the statute book. . . . they ought in our view to bave.... 

n able to prevent its becoming law." Anyone who is acquainted in 
the least degree with public sentiment in the United States will confirm 
that with organised labour and general public opinion in its present 
temper, it is more than probable that during the coming year the quota 
will not only not be relaxed, but may possibly be reduced to two per cent., 
with the census figures of 1890 substituted so as furtherto reduce the 
quotas from Eastern and Southern Europe. I have no doubt that the 
American Jewish Oommittee, in conjunction with other organisations 
such as the H.I.A.8., is again doing everything humanly possible to 
protect the interests of the Jews.

Produced (for matinées only) at the St. Martin's last week, “A 
Magdalen's Husband” is the sort of play that ought to be much better 
than itis. The acting is irreproachable, excellent impersonations bein 
supplied by the Misses Moyna Macgill, Ada King, and Barbara Gott, an 
Messrs. Maicolm Scott, Clifford Mollison, Leslie Banks, and particularly 
lan Hunter, who fills a difficult rile with triumphant success. But 
“A Magdalen’s Husband” (which is, of course, adapted from the 
book by Vincent Brown) is largely a play of psychology, and the 
elucidation of the rather obscure motives actuating the charactors 
is better suited to the more leisurely pace of the novel. The result is 
that the stage-adaptation by Messrs. Milton Rosmer and Edward Percy 
is incoherent and at times dull.
